Peru Releases 
U.S. Tuna Boat 


Incident May Lead To 


Cutoff 
Of Aid

LIMA, Peru (AP)—The Peruvian government has 


released an American tuna boat captured in the Pacific 
Friday, but Washington sources said the incident could 
precipitate a cutoff of U.S. aid to Peru. 


The American vessel Mariner 


was captured by a Peruvian 
navy gunboat which attacked a 
small fishing fleet more than 23 
miles off the Peruvian coast. 
Tlie skipper of another vessel 
reported his boat was peppered 
with machine gun fire before 
the gunboat was driven off. 


No injuries were reported in 


the attack, «4iieh U.S. Secretary 
of State WilBatn P. 
Rogers

SKIPPER FINED 


The Peruvian Naval Ministry 


said Friday the Mariner was re- 
leased at the port of Talara aft- 
er the skipper, Joseph Lewis of 
San Diego, Calif., paid an un- 
specified fine. 


Skipper John Verissimo of the 


San Juan, one of the American 
fishing boats, said the Peruvian 
gunboat .put five men aboard 
the Mariner. 


"Then they came after us," 


Verissimo said in a radio-tele- 
phone interview. "They fired 
more than 50 shots at us. They 
tried to board us from the stern, 
but I outmaneuvered them." 


The owner of both the San 


Juan and the Mariner, Ed Gann 
of San Diego, said he received 
reports that two other U.S. fish- 
ing boats went to the San Juan's 
rescue. 


"They figured the only way to 


help the San Juan would be to 
ram the patrol boat," Gann 
said. "Then 
the patrol boat 


turned and ran."

Financing The 
Poverty War 


Two controversial tax and ex- 


penditure ideas, revenue sharing 
and tax credits, may form the 
foundation of Richard M. Nixon's 
program to combat the ills of the 
urban and rural poor. 


Nixon has indicated he will 


propose tax incentives for busi- 
nesses which locate in ghetto 
areas or which help train the 
hard core unemployed. 


In addition, a Nixon task force 


reportedly has recommended a 
revenue s h a r i n g plan which 
would distribute between 3 and 5 
percent of Federal personal in- 
come tax revenues to the states 
on an unconditional basis. 


Although b o t h 1968 party 


platforms spoke approvingly of 
the two principles, the Republi- 
can Members of Congress have 
given them the most enthusiastic 
support over the past decade. 


In the 91st Congress, however, 


they face powerful opponents, 
including Chairman Wilbur D. 
Mills (D., Ark.) of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, the 
body which must approve the 
ideas. 


Neither revenue sharing nor 


tax credits is a new concept, 
though they never have been 
used on the scale or for the goals 
which have been urged in recent 
years. 


Tax credits, a form, of tax 


incentive which allows a tax- 
payer to subtract certain ex- 
penses from his tax bill, were 
added to income tax law in 1919, 
but they generally have been 
used to relieve the burden of 
double taxation rather than en- 
courage a particular activity.

Bad Advice 
Suspected 


There is no denying that some 


press photographers can make 
themselves o b n o x i o u s by un- 
necessary intrusion into the pri- 
vacy of others.

Her desire for privacy on such 


a personal occasion as her mar- 
riage is understandable of course, 
but she gave up her role as "just 
another girl" when she sought 
her title.

television l i g h t s and cameras 
give any room the atmosphere of 
a circus. Nevertheless, it would 
have been gracious to have allow- 
ed pictures outside.

It happens during 
riots and disturbances, and even 
political conventions-

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bitious start with an 1836 pro- 
gram in which the Federal Gov- 
ernment split most of the surplus 
in the 
Treasury among the 


states, has become a very small 
part of the federal grant-iti-aid 
system. 


Revenue sharing plans offered 


in Congress during the past 
decade ordinarily have provided 
for an automatic distribution of 
some federal tax revenues to the 
states, with virtually no condi- 
tions attached. 


There have been numerous 


variations on the basic principles 
of r e v e n u e sharing and tax 
credits. 
Republicans 
generally 


have favored supplanting present 
programs with funds from pro- 
posed new tax and expenditure 
plans w h i l e Democrats most 
often have seen the new pro- 
posals as a supplement. 


Proponents say that to give 


tax credits, such as those sug- 
gested by Nixon to encourage 
b u s i n e s s involvement in the 
slums, not only would achieve a 
socially desirable goal but also 
would stimulate private initia- 
tive. 


Opponents a r g u e that tax 


credits have costs in revenue 
foregone by the Treasury, and 
that their widespread use would 
threaten the 
Federal Govern- 


ment's tax base. 


The cost of Republican tax 


credit proposals has been esti- 
mated as high as $7 billion 
annually, but one Nixon adviser 
has put the tab at nearer $2 
billion a year. 


Supporters of revenue sharing 


claim that the superior tax col- 
lecting power of the 
federal 


government should be used to 
assist states and localities which 
have faced a severe "revenue 
gap" in trying to meet the needs 
of their citizens. 


In a d d i t i o n , some revenue 


sharing plans would redistribute 
at least a part of the "shared" 
revenues to the less wealthy 
states from the richer ones. 


The opposition is suspicious of 


all Government s p e n d i n g , es- 
pecially if the spending is done 
by a unit of government which 
did not have the responsibility 
for raising the funds. 


Some liberals have objected to 


revenue sharing, claiming that 
state legislatures, despite reap- 
portionment, would be Hkely to 
spend money in rural and sub- 
urban areas rather than in the 
core cities. 


A Nixon task force on inter- 


governmental relations reported- 
ly has recommended a plan that 
would cost more than $4 billion a 
year. 


Although N i x o n and Mills 


agreed at a December meeting 
that tax credits could be feasible 
if directed toward a specific goal 
and if shown in the 
federal 


Budget, the Ways and Means 
C o mniittee chairman 
remains 


skeptical. 


Sen. Charles H. Percy (R., 111.), 


co-sponsor of one of the major 
tax credit bills in the 90th Con- 
gress, conceded in a December 
speech that the new Congress 
probably would defeat tax incen- 
tive legislation designed to de- 
velop business in ghetto areas. 


A fall back position for the 


Republicans m i g h t be block 
grants, a spending plan which 
would not need approval of the 
Ways and Means Committee. 


The "block grant" is related to 


revenue sharing in that it has 
fewer strings attached than the 
usual conditional grant. However, 
funds for the block grants are 
appropriated r a t h e r than dis- 
tributed automatically a s pro- 
posed in most revenue sharing 
plans. 


The block grant approach, first 


used extensively in the health 
field, was also used in the Omni- 
bus C r i m e Control and Safe 
Streets Act of 1968 and the 
Juvenile Delinquency Prevention 
and Control Act of 1968. 


The National Zoo, now one of 


the most popular attractions in 
Washington, D.C., survives and 
thrives despite former Congres- 
sional criticism.

rights. 


From 1868 to 1870, she was 


the proprietor 
of a weekly 


paper, whose motto was: "The 
true republic — men, their 
rights and nothing more; wom- 
en, their rights and nothing 
less." 


She became president of the 


National Woman Suffrage Asso- 
ciation in 1892. For casting a 
vote in the presidential election 
of 1872, she was arrested and 
fined $100, but never paid the 
fine.

It 
takes a great deal of astute 
judgment by an orthopedic or 
bone specialist to decide which 
of the digits should be removed 
and when. 


Occasionally, a child is born 


with a dislocation of the hip 
which is treated by a cast and 
occasionally by surgery. .The 
exact nature and extent of the 
condition can 
be determined 


readily by the highly refined X- 
rays that now can be taken 
without exposing a young child 
to any excess radiation.

There is no way for 
East to know at this point 
whether West or South has the 
missing four of clubs. 


Declarer's queen play may be 


on the level—that is, he may 
have only the singleton queen— 
or it may be a deliberate false- 
card designed to persuade Easl 
-thai West has the missing four. 
.•''East must make a decision at 
this point, and he should as- 
sume that South has the four 
because otherwise the contract 
cannot be beaten. To concede 
declarer the singleton queen o£ 
clubs would be equivalent to 
conceding the contract. 


So East returns the eight of 


clubs at trick two, hoping his 
partner will ruff. (Note that 
East returns the highest club he 
can spare so that, if West ruffs, 
he will lead back the highest 
suit, spades.) 


West obliges on both scores 


by ruffing the club and return- 
ing a spade to East's ace. This 
is

third trick for

defense. When East now leads 
another low club, South is ready 
to be carted off to the hospital. 
Sooner or later he must lose a 
diamond to go down one. 


If East permits himself to be 


fooled and shifts to another suit 
at trick two on the assumption 
that it is West who has the 
doubleton club, he allows de- 
clarer to make the contract.
